all major contentions of the United 
States note of Oct. 6 protesting 
against "unwarranted interference" 
with American rights in China and 
declared that "ideas and principles 
of the past" no longer applied to 
the Chinese situation. 


The Japanese reply, handed to 


Ambassador Joseph C. Grew, said 
in conclusion: 


"In the face of the new situation 


any attempt to'apply to the condi- 
tions of today and tomorrow the 
inapplicable ideas and principles of 
the past neither would contribute 
to the peace of cast Asia nor solve 
the immediate issues." 


The Japanese note, which had the 


approval of the cabinet and the 
sanction of Emperor Hirohito, de- 
clared Japan was engaged in estab- 
lishing a new order in east Asia 
"which is an indispensable condi- 
tion of Japan's very existence." 


Plead Necessity 


The note took up the points of 


the American protest one by one. 
On some points the allegations of 
the United States were denied. On 
others counter-arguments were of- 
fered. Elsewhere pleas of military 
necessity were made.

Represents Compromise 


What reciprocity aims to do is to 


increase the sum total of transac- 
tions between countries, recogniz- 
ing, indeed, that, when there are 
tariff walls, goods do not flow across 
boundaries and there is economic 
stagnation and unemployment. Ab- 
solute protection for all interests on 
both sides of the water was obvi- 
ously impossible. In a negotiation, 
lasting several months as this one 
did, the spirit of give and take re- 
quires mutual concessions. Com- 
plaints doubtless will be heard by 
individual industries, but a trade 
agreement, like a tariff law, repre- 
sents a compromise and an adjust- 
ment of conflicting interests. Rarely 
can it be said of a tariff law that 
every interest was satisfied.

AGAIN 


The Ford and Chrysler companies have 


signed what is called a "Consent Decree" 
in the much publicized automobile financ- 
ing cases. That is they have agreed that a 
judgment be entered in the courts prohib- 
iting them from continuing in the future 
practices which they followed in thc past. 


But General Motors will not sign any 


such consent. It is going to fight to the 
last ditch. 


These cases will probably be recog- 


nized as those which occasioned the great 
blow-up against Judge Geiger at Milwau- 
kee in which juvenile members of the fed- 
eral department of justice who had under- 
taken the task of "making the country 
over" were going to impeach Judge Geiger 
for denouncing their method of using 
threats of criminal prosecution and the 
return of an indictment before a grand 
jury to obtain Consent Decrees by com- 
panies that didn't want to consent and 
claimed the law had been faithfully fol- 
lowed by them. 


The people who read these items can- 


not be blamed for exclaiming, "What's this 
thing all about?" If they could answer 
that question they would do Ford, Chrys- 
ler and General Motors a great 
favor. 


These companies have hired as astute law- 
yers as thc country produces and they can- 
not agree what the thing is all about. 


The hitch is in the law, in the ob- 


scurity of the language employed. It may 
be beautiful language, fine political rhet- 
oric for the stump, but it is a hard nut to 
crack when anyone comes to try to make a 
sensible meaning out of it. 


The ordinary man in the street, of 


which America is made, justly wonders 
why a law cannot be written in plain 
fashion. Its obvious purpose is to forbid 
something which is considered wrong or 
to require something which is considered 
right. That is at least the logic of law- 
making. 


But laws mutt be drawn in general 


language. And a good law writer is not 
only a blessing to his country but merits 
a monument. 


The law officers of the government in 


charge of these cases must be themselves 
uncertain as to whether the practices they 
seek to terminate are condemned by thc 
law, else we would not have so much hesi- 
tation, sidestepping and beating around 
the bush 
Thc cas-o should remind thc 


people, however, that there is always in 
government an attempt to extend power 
against the individual and that this at- 
tempt should not exist excepting as thc 
legislative department 
definitely enacts 


laws to that purpose. It is a very safe 
guess in these automobile financing cases 
that thc Department of Justice, just to 
suit it.s idea of some economic philosophy, 
is stretching thc fabric of thc law and tak- 
ing advantage of it? ambiguous and uncer- 
tain language. 
If that be called only a 


guess it is at least as good a guess as any 
that has projected itself out of these cases. 


But the Attorney General who selected 


Judge Gcigcr originally to preside over 
thet-e catcs because thc judge was known 
as ' hard on tho big fellows" has run into 
another tartar on the bench 
Thc second 


selected judge has refused to enter thc 
consent decree against 
the 
Ford and 


Chrysler companies unless thc General 
Motors is found to be wrong after trial. 
Meanwhile the criminal cases that were 
used as a club at Milwaukee have been 
disgustingly tossed aside as not only a 
dirty procedure but rather criminal them- 
selves. 


So the Attonicy General who called 


Judge Gciger's conduct to thc attention of 
congress with the suggestion that some 
action was necessary has been forced by 
circumstances to pull his young blood- 
hounds off the trail and accept the propo- 
sition that threats by an attorney general 
are blackmail and that criminal proceed- 
ings are not indicated unless the 
one 


charged with crime can find out by read- 
ing the law what he was prohibited from 
doing. 


Despite the Attorney General's depart- 


ment we have not yet stooped to the Ber- 
lin method of writing laws condemning 
everyone as a criminal who "performs 
any act hurtful to the state" nor are we 
permitting gay young goslings who are in 
a great hurry with that work of making 
America over to tell us when an act is 
burjjul to the state.

Functional Disorder Of ten 


Causes Child to Tire Easily 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


The teacher says that Tommy is lazy. He does not finish his work. He 


has thirty-two examples to do and he does about ten and stops; then goes 
wandering oft somewhere until the teacher calls his name about throe 
times. What is to be done with him? He is bright. He can-do this woik. 
Why doesn't he?" 


Because, for some reason that I have no means of discovering, he tires 


about the tenth example, and his mind closes down. When that happens 
Tommy is out. He can no more go on working'those examples than you 
can fly off on a broomstick. So when he brings home another bad report, 
you have to stay with both feet on the ground. If you realize that Tommy 
has only a certain amount of energy to spend at one time, on one thing, 
it will help steady you, and him. 


Why hasn't he enough energy wjien the other children have? Because 


he hasn't He is Tommy, and Tommy is like that We would like him to 
have the power to do those thirty-five examples,-his daily stint, but it is 
no fault of his that he hasn't got it, and we are not to talk as thougn it 
were. We have to find why he hasn't got what.it takes. 


When a child tires as early in a lesson as Tommy does I always sus- 


pect his vision. Many, many times 
such a child has ben enabled to do 
everything required of him without 
fatigue just by having a pair of 
glasses fitted to his eyes. He may 
not like that, but it cannot be help- 
ed. Usually he says nothing and 
wears them, soon forgetting he was 
without them. The work they do for 
him endears them soon enough. 


Sometimes it is a defect in hcnr- 


ing. Trying to hear what is being 
said, and constantly failing, is a 
terrible feeling, a severe strain that 
nobody can stand for long. Again 
the mind mercifully shuts down and 
relieves the sufferer. Test the hear- 
ing of any dreamy school child and 
make certain he gets help if he 
needs it. 


JUMPER STYLE 


Sometimes there is another sirt 


of functional disorder that is drain- 
ing the child's energy. Malnutrition^ 
indigestion, any of the ills of the 
3ody, will make him weary early in 
the day. Test all such children to 
!ind the cause of their fatigue. 
Marks, discipline and rewards are 
useless until the cause is found and 
removed. 


When it has been found and 


treated, there will be no immediate 
right-about face in his work. The 
improvement will come gradually. 
He has not formed working habits; 
he has missed much of the class- 
work, and he will have to have 
special attention for a time until he 
catches up. 


Have him work his examples 


with a couple of other pupils, on 
the board, one by one. Don't hand 
such a child thirty-two items of 
work at once. And cut down his 
allotment. Reduce the number of 
examples, the amount of reading to 
be done, the number of words to 
spell, until he gathers power. That 
will encourage and strengthen him | 
more than anything else you can do

° Irfhis book "Personal History" Jimmy Sheean spoke of being in Venice 
in the v.ery early days of fascism, living in the premises of a seedy 
old nobleman who ran a little gambling Joint and 
paid tribute to a gang of young extortioners whom he 
called fascisti. The name was meaningless to a strang- 
er then, but the old gambler explained that the fascisti 
were young hoodlums who compelled merchants and 


, others to kick in, failing which they would be beaten 
or killed and their property destroyed. 


After that the fascist! came along t& grab control 


of local governments, then the national government, 
and presently to employ on behalf of the Italian na- 
tion the same psychology and methods—in brief 
gangsterism—toward other countries. 


Now, to be sure, the extortion system is familiar to 


Americans. Hoodlums prey on shippers, merchants 
and others in collusion with minor politicians, and 
sometimes with the police, and destroy their property, sometimes even 
kill them, if they do not come through. 


But Mussolini didn't get the idea of fascism from our gangsters, nor 


did they get their idea from him. He and our gangsters got it from Sicily 
and Naples, where^ gangsterism, under other names, was a robust institu- 
tion along toward the end of the

and treatment plant and construc- 
tion of storm and sanitary sewers 
to the storm water separation in 
both cities. 


The project was financed by a 45 


per cent grant from the Public 
Works administralion. The 
final 


cost will be approximately $950,000. 
Sewage 
was first 
admitted for 


treatment in September, 1937, and 
the plant has been in continuous 
operation since. 


Bi? Interceptors 


The intercepling 
sewers along 


the shores of Little Lake Butte des 
Morts and the two channels of the 
Fox river have been designed to 
handle a waste flow of 35 million 
gallons daily, approximately 
five 


times the present normal flow. The 
interceptors allow for considerable 
future growth and industrial ex- 
pansion. A stop gate can prevent 
flow of sewage into the plant in 
case^of which the sewage will spill 
inlo the river through two over- 
flow structures. 


To meet the varying seasonable 


needs of the river and to keep the 
plant cost at a minimum, the Nee- 
nah-Menasha plant is of the sedi- 
mentation type with provison for 
chemical treatment when the river 
flow is low. The plant is designed 
to handle the domestic sewage of 
25,000 people, estimated at 2.8 mil- 
lion gallons per day and 5.2 million 
gallons of industrial sewage. 
" There is an excess capacity of 
two million gallons per day to 
take care of future expansion of 
population and industries. The me- 
chanically-raked bar screen, pump 
station, grit chamber where sand, 
gravel and other 
inorganic par- 


ticles are removed and main sew- 
age conduits are designed for the 
full capacity of the intercepting 
sewer or 35 million gallons per day. 
The screen prevents damage to the 
plant machinery and all solids are 
ground up before they are treated. 


Dam Permits By-pass 


Following the grit tank is a weir 


or dam which is set to permit flows 
in excess of 10 million gallons daily 
to by-pass into the outfall sewer 
direct to prevent damage to the 
plant from excessive storm flows. 
Five machines 
feed dry and dis- 


solved chemicals to the 
sewage. 


They are used only when the river 
flow is low and a higher degree of 
treatment is necessary than can be 
obtained from plain sedimentation. 
According to Ihe records for 36 
years, such treatment would have 
been necessary only twice in the 
past. 


Chemical treatment of the sewage 


increases the degree of purification 
by causing the small solid particles 
to clot together to form large, easily 
settleable particles. In addition Lhc 
sewage is subjected to a rapid mix 
followed by a gentle stirring. This 
is done in the flocculator tank at the 
south of the main building which is 
64 by 31 feet and 13 feet deep. 


The actual purification of 
the 


sewage consists of separating '.he 
solids from the liquid portion. This 
is accomplished in the two settling 
tanks, each 75 feet in diameter with 
an average water depth of 11 f jet. 
The sewage is retained for 1.6 hours 
during which the solids settle to the 
bottom as sludge and the liquid 
drains off the top. From 90 to 99 
per cent of the solids settle to the 
bottom. The sludge is scraped off 
the bottom and pumped back to the 
main building for treatment. 


Sludge Conditions 


The liquid flows back into Ihe 


river. Feeding machines can add 
chlorine to the liquid when disin- 
fection is necessary. The first steps 
in the treatment are to produce a 
sludge. The next steps are designed 
to dispose of the sludge in an of- 
fensive manner. 
The 
sludge is 


concentrated in two storag^ tanks. 
They have a capacity 
of 159,250 


gallons each. 


The sludge is conditioned .in an- 


other tank and then passes to the 
va'cuum sludge filters where it is 
converted into 35 per cent 
solid 


sludge cake. The filters will pro- 
duce 2.5 tons of sludge cake 
per 


hour. The sludge cake is broken 
jup.by a mixer and a flash dryer, 


j using hot gases from the inciner- 
ator, dries the sludgp. Vapors from 
! the drying process are deodorized 


by exposure to some 2,000 degrees 
of heat in the incinerator. 


Pulverized sludge is mixed with 


air heated to 550 degrees by waste 
stack gases and is blown into the 
combustion chamber of the incin- 
erator. The fuel value of the sludge 
ordinarily is not sufficient to oper- 
ate the dryer contfnuously 
and 


maintain necessary 
furnace tem- 


peratures. The furnace is equipped 
with an automatically 
operated 


fuel oil burner which is supplied 
from a 12.000 gallon underground 
storage tank. The end products 'A 
the sludge are an odorless 
gas 


which escapes up the stack and 
sterile ash which is conveyed to a 
storage bin and is* finally trucked 
away and utilized for fill material 
after being removed from the plant 
through the dustless ash unloader. 


The sewage handled at the plant 


is so variable that a constant check 
on the operating results must be 
maintained. Certain of the process- 
es require use of relatively expen- 
sive chemicals and economical op- 
eration requires close laboratory 
control of those steps. That work 
is done in the laboratory located in 
the north end of the main building 
on the second floor along with the 
administrative offices and fie com- 
mission meeting room.

More than 50 years ago. Dr. Sig- 


mund Freud began careful studies 
if the mind in action. He worked 
o find facts, not fancies. 


Freud gave special 
study 
to 


dreams. He asked hundreds of his 
>atients in Vienna and Paris what 
hey had dreamed, and then tried 
o figure the* true meaning of the 
dreams. 


Many of Freud's patients were 


deeply worried and some were on 
the borderline of going insane. The 
doctor found ways to help them, 
and in certain cases met with great 
success. 


At the same time, other physi- 


cians and scientists worked on prob- 
lems of the same kind. These oth- 
ers included Carl Jung of Switzer- 
land and Alfred Adler of Austria. 


We cannot in a few words tell 


much of what those men came to 
3elieve about dreams, but this is 
perhaps the main point they have 
made: "Dreams express the wishes 
of people, also their fears." 


Modern scientists may have help- 


ed to find the true meaning of 
most dreams, but they have done 
little to explain the so-called "pro- 
phetic dream." Cases are known of 
people who dreamed about things 
before they happened. This may 
have been by accident, or the mind 
during sleep may clearly work out 
what was likely to happen. 


Some persons do not need an 


alarm clock to awaken at a certain 
time in the morning. On going to 
bed they may say to themselves. 
"I want to wake up at a quarter 
past seven," and in the morning 
open their eyes at just that time.

run up even faster than business.! 
Hence, the question in every in- 
vestor's mind today is: What should 
I do about my securities? 


In answering that question let! 


me emphasize that no one can tell I 
you whether the market is going up. 
or down next week. Most of those] 
who attempt to do so and who 
"play" the short swings eventually 
end up in the poor house: They can 
lose their money more pleasantly 
at the race track while having the 
fun of watching the horses run. 
Hence. I do not want anyone to in- 
terpret this article as a forecast of 
what the market will do imrnedi-, 
atcly. 


Business Outlook Good 


Thirty-five years of experience m, 


analyzing the business cycle have 
taught me one vital lesson: Secur- 
ity prices depend first on the busi- 
ness outlook and second on the sup- 
ply and demand for securities. Cer- 
tainly, my investigations have prov- 
ed that the business outlook does 
not depend on security prices! 
Hence, because I believe that busi- 
ness will continue to rise.- I feel 
that carefully selected stocks and 
bonds of sound, progressive com- 
panies are still attractive. Not only 
can business break through the all- 
time highs of 1929, but there are 
some other vital considerations. 


The net result of certain of these 


basic factors is to create a shortage 
of good securities: 


(1) Many investment channels, 


which formerly were attractive, 
have been narrowed or virtually 
closed under new legislative set- 
ups. A good example of this is the 
mortgage paper field. Only a few 
years ago conservative investors 
could always buy good mortgages 
to yield a 6 per cent return. The 
Home Loan first and then the F. 
H. A. killed this class of invest- 
ment Utilities are another example 
—they are still unattractive to 
many investors because of political 
saber rattling. 


Pension Funds Growing 


(2) The Social Security program 


of the government, plus pension 
policies 
of individual companies, 


call for big reserve funds. These 
reserves must be invested. So far, 
government securities have been 
getting the call for this purpose. 
Sooner or later, however, the de- 
mand from this source will spill 
over into corporation securities. 


(3) Bond investors are having a 


hard job to pick up good new is- 
sues. 
Many a company needing 


capital is selling its new securities 
directly 
to insurance companies, 


This practice 
provides a detour 


around some of the government's 
restrictions and requirements on 
capital offerings. Moreover, I be- 
lieve that'the direct sales of new 
securities to institutional investors 
will increase rather than diminish. 


(4) Banks may also buy direct.

Credit reserves are very large. 


(2) Tax laws are forcing money 


into existing securities for there are 
few brand new issues. Such financ- 
ing as has been done in recent 
years is almost entirely refunding 
of existing securities. New promo- 
tions 
are being discouraged by 


tight financing regulations, while 
heavy taxes on capital gains make 
big investors leery of putting funds 
into new enterprises. 


(3) Elimination 
of 
tax-exempt 


bonds will be one of the biggest 
factors in pushing up corporation 
security prices over the next few 
months. I think that tax-exemption 
on new government bonds will be
